Blind Job-Finder For Sightless 
Will Address Lions Club Here 


One of the most active men in the field of securing employment 
for the blind is Joseph Clunk, sightless himself, who will appear a t 
the weekly luncheon-meeting of the Lions club Wednesday in the 
Mary Patterson memorial from his office of vocational rehabilitation 
division In W ashington. 
One of bis most im portant tasks is th at of persuading Industry 
to give the blind a chance to earn** 
a living. He is successful at his Job 
because he shows a prospective 
employer w hat a blind man can do. 
Mr. Clunk can dem onstrate 50 dif­ 
ferent Jobs in six hours. 
Bom in Lisbon, in T895. he was 
graduated from the Lisbon High 
school in 1915. For two years im­ 
mediately following his graduation 
he attended W estern Reserve uni­ 
versity. 
In 1919 be was discharged from 
a hospital as a blind person. The 
same year he began work as a 
salesman. January, 19$0. saw the 
start of his progress in the field of 
blind work when he became a 
member of the Cleveland Society 
for the blind. 
Half a year later be became 
executive secretary of the Youngs­ 
town Society for the Blind. Five 
years later he passed 
the Ohio 
State bar examination, after taking 


law oourses at night school. He 
then practiced law until 1928. 
In May, 1929. be became a mem­ 
ber of the staff of the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind, 
Toronto, Ontario, where he was 
national supervisor of employment 
until 1937. when he was selected 
supervisor of the service for the 
blind. U. S. office of education, 
W ashington. 
Since June 1937, he has worked 
in 42 states, visiting some of them 
several times. He established 316 
stands to date in federal buildings 
and over 700 in non federal build­ 
ings. It is estim ated that these are 
producing over $1,000,000 annually 
In Income to blind persons. 
His 
hardest Job, 
he 
said, 
Is 
breaking down old “mistaken no­ 
tions of the public.” If a blind man 
vending on the com er shows any 
sign of seeing a large object com­ 


ing his way.aobservers immediately 
conclude th at he’s a fake. The rea­ 
son for this is th a t m ost people 
think of a blind man aa totally 
w ithout sight-without light percep­ 
tion. 
“The fact is however, th at of our 
200,000 blind only 80,000 never see 
daylight. The other thousands are 
partial-sighted persons who can, in 
m any cases, distinguish large ob 
Jeots, even tell difference between 
colors. But they can’t get work, 
said Mr. Clunk.

Prophet 


Just To Show His Courage The Old 


Professor Turns Nostradamus And 


Lets You In On The Future

N 
OSTRADAMUS was the assumed name of Michel 
De Notredame, a French astrologer of Jewish 
origin who flourished in France over 400 years ago 
and was accounted the greatest all-around working 
prophet of those days. He studied humanity and 
philosophy in his youth, took a degree of doctor of 
m edicine and gained wide renown for his labours 
during the outbreaks of the plague at Aix and 
Lyon*, but his best hold was prophecy. 
In 1558, he published a t Lyons a book of rhymed 
phrophecies under the title of ’’Centuries" that set 
him in very good with Catherine D’ Medici, queen 
regent of France, an Italian lady who wa3 partial to 
luxury and a devotee of the gentle art of assassina­ 
tion. H er son Charles TX, who was slightly daffy, 
named Nostradamus physician in ordinary to the 
court, a good job. at that. 
The prophet died in 1566 at the age of 63 and 
despite the passage of time his memory occasionally 
is revived when something he said would happen 
actually comes off. While some of his predictions 
seemed to have been fulfilled during his lifetime, 
h a dealt largely in futures, pitching prophecy far 
beyond any chance of the living of his day being 
around to check up on him. This is a safe system 
that Freddie Keats ajid Ed Curley and other race 
track prophets of today probably would enjoy. 
T 
HEY have to attempt to call the turn on what 
la going to occur on the morrow, not a hundred 
years from now. Thus, their followers are able to 
assay their prophecies without delay and in the 
event of phophetiral miss-outs. 
call 
them 
those 
names ever deemed appropriate to faulty prophets. 
W e suppose Nostradamus moved 
his 
prophecies 
ahead because he did not want to take any chances 
on the tem per of Catherine D’ Medici 
You can 
imagine what would have happened to him and he 
given h er a hot horse that turned out to be a 
atiffola. Even prophets cannot guard against that, as 
Messrs. Keats and Curley will testify. 
Though some of his predictions, which seemed 
utterly fantastic when made, came true, we are in­ 
clined to the belief that Nostradamus w'as guessing 
at all times. We doubt that he could peer into the 
future and foretell coming events no m atter what 
scientific methods he employed and no m atter what 
his familiarity with the stars. He found a racket 
and m ade the most of it. He was pretty lucky 
in calling long shots and he disproved the adage 
that a prophet is not without honor save in his own 
country. 


\ x tE claim no occult powers, but we can do Just 
VV 
as well as Nostradamus if you are willing to 
bear with us for four or five centuries to see how 
our prophecies turn out and not start scoffing at 
them right off the boat. We can tell you things that 
are going to happen that at the moment, seem in­ 
credible. For instance we can tell you that In the 
year 2441, this entire world will he under one demo­ 
cratic government of which the seal will hp W ash­ 
ington. D. C., and there will he no such thing as 
taxes and the normal age of man will he 102 years 
and everybody will have plenty of moo in their 
pockets. 
Distance will have been annihilated completely 
and transportation will he entirely by tube. A per­ 
son desiring to go from New York to Austin. Tex., 
for example, merely will stpp into a station, be 
stamped by an attendant and thrown Into a tube 
and immediately whisked to his destination, as copy 
is transported from the editor’s desk to the compos­ 
ing room in many of the newspaper offices of today.

Right food may help arthritis, 
but it’s only part of treatment. 
I 
AM frequently asked to print 
a diet for arthritis. I refrain 
from doing so because I think these 
requests are based on a false con 
ception of arthritis. 
Too much, 
nowadays, we are inclined to be­ 
lieve that there Is a diet for every 
thing, and if only you can find the 
right diet your troubles will be 
over. 
There are, on the contrary, lim 
itations to dietary treatm ent and 
the real dietitian is the one who 
knows 
those 
lim itations, 
Diet 
alone will not cure arthritis, and 
it would be misleading to any suf­ 
ferers even to suggest th at it can 
Calories Mean Difference 
Probably the best rule th at was 
ever given for diet in arthritis 
was to point out th at some arthrlt 
lea are undernourished and some 
are overweight. One group should 
have a plentiful high calorie diet 
and the other, a reducing diet. A 
difference of 350 calories a day, 
either increase or decrease, often 
has spectacular results. 
B ut there is a germ of truth in 
the idea that diet has something to 
do with arthritis. The American 
committee 
for 
the 
control 
of 
rheum atism defines arthritis as a 
systemic disease with joint man­ 
ifestations, 
and 
system ic 
means 
th at the general nutrition is im­ 
paired, Dr. Ralph 
Pemberton of 
Philadelphia 
has 
long 
studied 
these nutritional aspects of the 
condition and I have his latest 
paper before me. 
The old idea was that the pro­ 
teins — m eat especially — foods 
were injurious in arthritis. The 
old van Noorden diet, long so pop­ 
ular in Vienna and at the Euro­ 
pean spas, used a raw vegetable 
diet. 
Sodium Salts Factor 
The beneficial results on these 
diets hag been attributed to lack 
of sodium salts — including ordi­ 
nary table salt. The sodium salts 
tend to hold water in the body and 
retention 
of 
fluids 
is 
certainly 
present in arthritis. 
This hidden "dropsy” or water 
retention is a fact which consti­ 
tutes the basis of the modern diet 
which is Just the opposite of the 
low 
protein—raw 
vegetable diet. 
To chase the fluids out of the body, 
we should give foods that do not 
tend to retain water. 
The 
carbohydrates — starches, 
sugars, vegetable foods and cere­ 
als — are most Influential in this 
connection, 
because 
for 
every 
gram 
of 
vegetable 
food 
stored 
there is stored three to four grams 
of water. One gram of fat stores 
only one-tenth gram of water and 
protein leads to little or no stor­ 
age of w ater in the body. 
New Diet Theory 
On this basis the diet of arthri­ 
tics should contain at least one 
gram of protein of good biologic 
quality — animal flesh, milk or 
eggs — dally for every two pounds 
of body weight. This amount has 
been found by trial and error to 
keep 
most 
arthritic 
patients 
in 
equilibrium. The rest of the need­ 
ed calories 
for the day 
should 
consist of one-third 
to one-half 
carbohydrates — cereals, 
bread, 
vegetables, fruits, sugar—and fat 
one-third to one-half. 
Along with this, emphasis has 
been put lately on the vitamins. 
The digestive tract of the arthritic 
Is often deficient 
in absorption 
and extra vitamins are needed. 
But 
again, 
and 
finally, 
we 
should emphasize that the nutri­ 
tional and dietary elements are 
only part of the treatm ent of the 
arthritic. 
Removal 
of 
infection, 
focal or systemic, relief of pain. 
local treatm ent to the Joint by 
alternative rest and massage, heat 
and light are all equally impor­ 
tant.

HISTORY'MADE 
BY OLD KETTLE 


Preserved As Memorial To 


Sugar Industry Pioneer 


By Th* Ignited Pr*»*. 
BATON ROUGE, La., Ort 
8— 
An old Iron kettle, blackened by 
the many fires over which it has 
hung in the last 200 years, rests 
on the campus of Louisiana State 
university as a memorial to the 
man who made Louisiana's sugar 
industry possible. 
Indigo w'as the money crop when 
the 
French 
planter 
aristocracy 
owned plantations that stretched 
for miles along the bayous and 
lakes of southern Louisiana at the 
end of the 18th century. 
Jean 
Etienne De Bore was no exception. 
De Bore was born in the Illinois 
section of the Louisiana Purchase 
territory. At the age of 4, he was 
taken to France by his parent# 
where he received his education 
and later married into large col­ 
onial holdings. 
He returned to New Orleans with 
his wife about the time of the 
French revolution and established 
his plantation on what now is a 
part of Audubon Park near the 
city limits. 
Planters Near Bankruptcy 
There he engaged in the plant­ 
ing of indigo. When a blight, how- 
ever, wiped out. the indigo crops. 
De Bore and others of the planters 
were faced with bankruptcy. 
Many planters already had tried 
to 
granulate 
sugar 
from 
cane 
juice, but their experiments failed 
time after time. De Bore, over­ 
riding the protests of his wife, de- 
cided to have a fling at the sugar 
business. 
He planted his entire plantation 
In sugar cane, built a small sugar 
mill and imported an experienced 
sugarmaker. 
His experiment at­ 
tracted wide attention. 
Success Achieved In 1795 
A crowd gathered at the suear 
house one day in December. 1795. 
A large black pot had been placed 
over a hot fire. As many as could 
crowd into the house watched the 
cane Juice for a sign of granula­ 
tion. Finally, small white spots ap­ 
peared on the surface. 
Historians say that on that day 
the sugar industry in Louisiana 
was born. 
When the Audubon sugar school 
was established in 1891 for train­ 
ing experts in sugar works, the old 
kettle was taken out of its corner 
and presented to the school 
by 
Charles Etienne Gayardre. Louis­ 
iana historian and grandson of De 
Bore. 
The 
kettle 
passed 
with 
the 
school when, five years later, it 
was taken over by Louisiana State 
university. It now is embedded 
firmly in a brick base in front of 
the sugar school.

Movement Bears Fruit 
Thus tbs movement begun years 
back by the Institute of Carpet 
Manufacturers, national organiza­ 
tion of the industry, has borne 
fruit.

Desired Harmony 


Your observer has been visiting 
model homes with all the zest 
■which we American home makers 
display in observance of this grow­ 
ing national pastime. 
Among 
the 
interesting 
deduc­ 
tions derived, le t us record that 
always carpet color is a major and 
simple unifier in home decoration. 
L et me illustrate. 
The most common of house floor 
plans provides a central entrance 
and stair hall, from which living 
and dining rooms open on either 
side. In brief, as you enter, all 
the most im portant rooms in the 
home can be seen a t the first 
glance. And upon that glance de­ 
pends the Impression gained of 
one’s home. 
Advantage Of Color Harmony 
Of course every woman above 
all things wants that Impression 
to be favorable. From observation 
I learn th at it will be favorable 
provided the color of rugs or car­ 
pets in all the rooms ie in tune, 
th a t is if color harm ony really ex­ 
ists. 
How la it done? H ere’s an ex­ 
am ple based 
upon 
observation. 
Carpet the hall and stairw ay In a 
solid color—any color you select— 
o r one of the tone-on-tone carpets 


FOR M A G A ZIN ES. No need to 
pull or tug at magazines kept neat­ 
ly in this Hepplewhite rack, for a 
pull at the brass ring at the side 
brings the rack rolling to conven­ 
ient nearness. The top of this ma­ 
hogany piece measures 15 by 23, 
while the height is 18 inches. 


with interesting pattern in one or 
two tones of the body color. 
The same pattern may he used 
on the stairs—for nothing lends 
a richer, 
more satisfying touch 
than 
a 
stairw ay 
colorfully and 
quietly carpeted. 
For living room a plain, solid 
color rug or wall-to-wall carpet, 
in the same body color as th at 
used in the hall. Or, a figured de­ 
sign, Oriental pattern, o r flower 
figures, in which the dominant hall 
carpet color Is repeated.- 
Floor of the dining room on the 
other side may be carpeted with 
the same fabric used in the hall, 
or, preferably, in a figured design 
again 
employing 
the 
dominant 
tone of the hall fabric. If the latter 
be 
a 
tone-on-tone 
pattern, 
the 
color used in the figure may be 
repeated. 
Still another variation employs 
the 
harmony secured 
by using 
complementary colors or contrast. 
This 
is 
more 
complicated, 
of 
course, but extremely effective. In 
this connection we know th at the 
reds complement the greens, that 


blue and orange are complemen­ 
tary colors, as are the yellows 
and violets. 
Warm And Cool Colors 
If the hall carpet, therefore, Is 
dominantly of the red family, blue- 
greens may be used safely as the 
dominant complementary colors in 
the sunny room, or yellow-greens 
in the dark room.

Best Test If Selecting Chair 
Is Simply To Plop Down In It

ELECTING chairs that are suit­ 
able and good values—particu­ 
larly upholstered chairs in which 
m ost of the innerspring construc­ 
tion is hidden—is an art. 
The heat test is a simple one: 
ait in them! 
T hat brings up the obvious point 
that because a chair is comfortable 
it doesn’t prove that it Is well 
made, but at least comfort is one 
good guide. The construction fea­ 
tures can be explained by the deal­ 
er, since any honest merchant will 
tell you bow each chair he sells is 
made and why two chairs, that look 
alm ost alike, may vary widely in 
price. 
A 
fine upholstery 
cover 
won’t make up for defects of shod­ 
dy construction. 
Look Out For Bumps! 
One danger sign to watch for is 
bumpy cushions, for they usually 
are filled with Inferior materials. 
The filling may he down, or hair, 
or cotton o r excelsior, and no m at­ 
ter how perfectly the color of the 
upholstery fits into your room color 
scheme, think twice before you de 
cide to ignore the “stuffings.’’ You 
don’t know exactly how the springs 
are tied, or what kind of Joints are 
used, but you can .trust the dealer, 
if his reputation is good, to help 
you select one th at fits whoever 
will use the chair, and a t the same 
time ties In with your room’s style. 
W hen the construction features 
have been thoroughly discussed, de 
cide w hether the color is right in 
relation to the floor covering, other 
nearby chairs, the davenport, and 
even the draperies. Is it the right 
size, or will it overpower other 
pieces in the room? 
Wing Chairs Excellent 
W ing chairs or barrel chairs are 
excellent for alm ost all rooms, but 
lf yours has several deep lounge 
ehaire, make your new addition a 
dainty pull-up chair that will be 
comfortable for reading or conver 
sation. 
Someone once said that there Is 
ae much danger 
of spoiling a 
room’a appearance with the wrong 
pattern as w ith the wrong color, so 
think about the upholstery on the 
other pieces. If the davenport is 
striped, and the lounge chair a1 
most entirely plain, that is your 
cue to select a floral or leaf pat­ 
tern for your new occasional chair. 
Describe your room to the sales­ 
man, and nine timee out of ten he 
will take you right to the chair 
best suited to the surroundings it 
will occupy. 


To Clean Coffee Maker 
If there Is a white lime deposit 
on your glass coffee m aker Just 
fill th e bowl with calgonized-soft 
w ater and allow it to boll into the 
upper section.

"You can still buy home furnishings on the Instalment plan !” 
This was the m essage local furniture m erchant# carried to the 
community, as National Furniture week got underway 
"M any folks m istakenly are under the impression that the recent 
federal reserve board regulations placed drastic rest notions on the 
time-pay method of buying h o m e * 
— — 
furnishings.” they explained. ’’The 
correct 
facts 
a re 
that 
furniture 
may be bought for only IO percent 
down and electrical appliances for 
only 20 percent down. T he balance 
may be paid over 18 months, a c ­ 
cording to the federal rules.” 
Public m isunderstanding of the 
instalm ent regulations w as due to 
hasty 
interpretation 
when 
they 
were first released. Home furnish­ 
ings Items do not conflict 
with 
defense needs to the sam e degree 
as 
some 
other 
consum er 
goods. 
“Government regulations were not 
imposed on home needed items to 
the extent that they were to a u to ­ 
mobiles,” it was Said in citing an 
example. 
There is ho shortage of furni­ 
ture. since most of the m aterials 
used in this commodity are not 
being used 
in 
the defense p ro ­ 
gram. This is one reason why the 
down payment on furniture Is less 
than for automobiles, and m any 
oth er items.
